dirigible airship Roma, in which th ir­ 
ty-four were killed, and eleven in­ 
jured. 
The flames left the 
twisted 
steel 
fram e that had been queen of the 
American skys laying 
near 
Norfolk 
field today, the charred rem ains ca rry ­ 
ing m any of the secrets that the air 
service experts will seek to probe. 
“None will ever know what caused 
her to collapse,” one 
officer 
from 
Langley Field told the United Press. 
Practically everyone of the thirty-four 
victims were burned to death, officers 
and civilians said today. 
The indications are that few of the 
men w ere killed by the fall. 
Most 
were burned to death. 
Most of the 
bodies could be identified 
only 
by 
trinkets, so thoroughly did the flames 
do their work. 
Major General Patrick, chief of the 
arm y air service ut Washington was 
on the ground today with the arm y 
court of inquiry to 
determ ine 
the 
blame. 
While the court will require 
several days to complete its investi­ 
gations, the indications were that the 
crew would he exonerated and the 
cause of the d a s h reported as un­ 
known. 
The popular opinion is that Captain 
D. L. Magry. com mander of tile Roma, 
in making the turn over the arm y base 
field, (lid not allow for the increased 
steep. 
The rudder broke under the 
unusual strain, jam m ing into the con­ 
trol. 
This occurred at a height es­ 
timated at about 650 feet. The Rom a’s 
nose pointed down. 
Lieutenant Burk 
tried desperately to straighten 
the 
machine, but it refused to respond, and 
he yelled to Captain Magry to shut off 
the motors. 
They w ere shut off one 
by one. 
In the meantime, the help­ 
less giant sagged rapidly, nose pointed 
downward at an angle of 45 degrees. 
A score of feet from the ground, the 
nose passed over half a dozen high 
tension wires, tearing them into frag­ 
ments. 
A few seconds later the nose 
crashed into a mass of steel billets, 
and a few seconds more and fire ig­ 
nited from the 2500 volt electric wires 
was sweeping the wreckage. 
The fire 
from the huge gas bag leaped several 
feet into the air, and drove off scores 
of soldiers and civilians who rushed 
to the scene. 
The rescuers were un­ 
able to approach the flames. 
They 
picked up Lieutenant Riley who had 
jumped from the machine just before 
it struck the wires. 
He had failed to 
open the parachute, and 
was 
dead 
when picked up.

W ashington, Feb. 22.—A strong de­ 
mand that all appropriations for arm y 
and navy dirigibles he stopped a t once 
arose in congress today as the result 
of the Roma disaster in Norfolk yes­ 
terday, which took a total of thirty- 
four lives. 
Because of the destruction of the 
big arm y ship yesterday and the ex­ 
plosion of the ZR-2 over Hull, Eng­ 
land. last August, with a loss of sixty- 
two lives and a loss of several sm all­ 
er machines in recent years, those in 
close touch with arm y and navy af­ 
fairs believe it unwise to spend large 
sums of money and risk scores of lives 
in developing the dirigibles. 


Impossible To Find Out 
The board of inquiry will conduct 
hearings for Several days before m ak­ 
ing its report to the war departm ent 
a f AA’ashington. Nobody will ever know 
what caused the accident, a high offi­ 
cer at Langley field told the United 
Press.

THE H M R - I ’OWER TREATY 


T he dis cussions of the A rm a m e n t 
Conference tr e a ti e s before th e Senate 
Comm it tee on F o re ig n Relations seem 
to confirm the expectation of the R e ­ 
publican le ade rs th a t 
the 
so-called 
“F o u r - P o w e r ” 
tr e a ty 
will 
encounte r 
the g r e a t e s t opposition for ratification. 
Undoubtedly, it is a p p aren t th a t it is 
against this p a r t ic u l a r agreement, th a t 
the opposition is p r e p a r in g to direct 
its heaviest fire. 
The F o u r - P o w e r tr eaty was the first 
tr e a ty complete d by the Conference, 
and it was signed Dec. IU, 1921. 
T his 
is the tr ea ty which pledges the United 
States, Fra nc e, th e Britis h Kin pi re and 
Ja p a n, in the event a n y contr overs y 
ari ses out of any Pacific question in­ 
volving th eir rights , which can not be 
satisfactorily settled by diplomatic n e ­ 
gotiations, to cull a co nfe rence of the 
four pow ers for the purp ose of dis ­ 
cussing the m a t t e r s a t issue. 
The p re a m b le of th e tr e aty st ate s 
that it appli e s to “ in s u la r possessions 
a n d d om inions” in th e regions of the 
Pacific Ocean. 
Foll owing the s i g n a ­ 
tu r e of the treaty a" questio n arose as 
to w heth er this included the homeland 
of Ja pa n. 
P res id e n t 
H ard in g in t e r ­ 
preted the tr e a ty to the contrary. 
In 
o rd e r that no c ontrove rsy might ari se 
upon this point the 
four 
signatory 
powers, upon Feb. 4, 1922, u n a n im o u s ­ 
ly agreed to a s u pple m ent which e x ­ 
cludes the h o m e l a n d of J a p a n from 
the applica ti on of the treaty. 
So far as p a rt is a n opposition to the 
Con ference tr e a ties is 
concerned,

should be re m e m b e r e d th a t the people

d u ring the past year, so that c o m p a r i­ 
son of values of 1921 with those of 
previous y e a rs is u n d e r the most fa­ 
vorable c ir c u m sta n c e s, misleading The 
second factor is the tr e m e n d o u s d e ­ 
c rea s e in 
the value 
of foreign e x ­ 
chan ge . 
Im p o rts are valued in te rm s 
of the c u r r e n c y of the countr y from 
which t hey a re imported. 
If that c u r ­ 
rency is grea tly depreciated,' as it is 
in most 
E u r o p e a n countr ies, it 
fol­ 
lows of co u rs e th a t th e valuation is 
c o rrespondingly low. 
The net result 
of this is that the q uanti ty of im ports 
m a y easily increase, while the v a lu a ­ 
tion will increa se b u t very little, or, 
in some insta nces, actually decrease.
